New O’Hare runway expected 
to bring more flights ... and noise

A new runway opens Thursday at O’Hare, 
a part of a much larger and costly expan- 
sion expected to eat away at delays that are 
among the worst in the nation. 

But the io,8oo-foot stretch of pavement, 
with its anticipated increase in flights, also 
has triggered an uproar over jet noise that is 
expected to skew toward the Northwest Side 
and the western suburbs. 

“It is a very dangerous time for all of us 
living around O’Hare,” said Gene Spanos, 
a Park Ridge resident who also heads the 
group Citizens Against Plane Pollution, 
which has fought the new runway “I think 


the FAA has a lot more homework to do be- 
fore allowing any more runways to open up 
here.” 

O’Hare’s four parallel runways, which 
could increase to six if the city and the air- 
port’s major airlines agree on how to pay for 
them, will increase traffic to as much as 150 
takeoffs per hour, while landing as many as 
112 planes hourly, the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration said. 

Put more simply, the airport’s busiest pe- 
riods will include a takeoff or landing about 
every 15 seconds. 

The new runway ushers in an unprec- 
edented and lasting change in air traffic pat-

terns at O’Hare, creating a flow that’s east- 
bound 30 percent and westbound 70 percent 
over the course of a year, the FAA said.

Areas under expanded flight tracts on the 
Northwest Side as well as suburbs west of 
the airport will be hardest hit by the change 
in jet noise patterns, studies conducted by 
the Chicago Department of Aviation show. 

Residents of communities near Pratt, 
Granville, Thorndale, Lawrence and Wilson 
avenues on the Northwest Side will see and 
hear more planes overhead, more often, day 
and night, city and FAA officials said.

WASHINGTON The bipartisan Senate deal 
to end the government’s fiscal impasse 
was roundly condemned Wednesday by 
Tea Party leaders around the country, 
who accused Republican lawmakers of 
capitulating to President Obama and his 
Democratic allies in Congress.

Griffin: Every injury’s different 

Robert Griffin III and Derrick Rose should be able to relate in terms of the Injuries they’ve suffered 
and the expectations placed on them. But on Wednesday, the Washington quarterback said he 
didn’t experience the same kind of soreness that’s slowing the Bulls guard. “I didn’t have any, and 
it’s a blessing,” Griffin said. “Every knee injury and surgery is a little bit different. It’s not a shot at 
anyone else if they come back and have soreness.

Why you may care: Everyone loves a figurative 
train wreck. 

Why you could see it: In retrospect, perhaps movie 
director Jennifer Lynch (daughter of “Mulholland 
Drive” helmer David) was in over her head trying to 
make a comedy/musical/horror/action/romance in 
India. Director Penny Vozniak’s “Despite the Gods,” 
a doc that tracks the making of Lynch’s misguided 
“Nagin: The Snake Goddess” (later retitled “Hisss”), 
captures a self-described sexually frustrated film- 
maker struggling to adapt the myth of a gorgeous 
woman (Mallika Sherawat) who’s also a snake. 
“Gods” recalls the “Entourage” episode that made a 
mini-doc behind the scenes of fake movie “Medellin.” It’s too bad “Gods” of- 
ten neglects to document Lynch’s desires and failures-the doc focuses too 
much on the director and not enough on her film. Yet it’s easy to be drawn 
into this strange mess, amid chaos and wasted time in both the movie being 
made and the movie about the movie being made.

Why you may care: Even if you don’t know the inimi- 
table Stritch as the Tony/Emmy-winning theater leg- 
end she is, you know her as Jack’s mom on “30 Rock.” 
Why you should see it: Elaine Stritch is in her late 80s, 
but if she were any sharper the screen would tear. In 
the often-hilarious doc “Elaine Stritch: Shoot Me,” the 
woman who picked up JFK and made Kirk Douglas 
fall in love with her represents a battle between the 
realities of aging and an unquenchable spirit. (The film 
suggests even when Stritch’s body fails her, her mind 
will go on forever.) Tina Fey and many others com- 
ment on how the showbiz icon is tough but worth it, so 
much that it makes you think about the reason people 
like salty food. Stritch cuts through B.S. to lovable ef- 
fect, though director Chiemi Karasawa’s choice to skirt 
traditional biographical information leaves a small sto- 
rytelling hole regarding Stritch’s past and her need to 
find love from audiences.

Why you should see it: A small drama somewhat dis- 
guised as something bigger, “The Invisible Collection” 
focuses on Beto (Vladimir Brichta), an obnoxious guy 
shattered by a car accident that kills five of his friends. 

He copes by detaching, traveling to a rural plantation in 
hopes of acquiring valuable art his father sold many years 
ago. The interactions between Beto and the art collector’s 
daughter, Saada (Ludmila Rosa), swing between extremes 
enough to cause whiplash. Still, this unexpectedly inti- 
mate movie, which could have used an added touch of 
urgency, understands the vivid, emotional time capsule 
provided by memories both devastating and sweet.

Fiona Apple, Blake Mills 
spin serious emotions

As I sat waiting for my train home after Fiona 

Apple and Blake Mills’ show Tuesday night, 

I listened to a woman bitching to her friend 
about the evening. 

“I mean, an hour is too long to ask your fans 
to wait. I can understand 15 minutes, you’re 
getting some drinks, going to the bathroom, 
but...” 

‘T thought she was great, but I’d be amazed 
if she’s never taken an acting class in her life.” 

Listen, lady: Fiona Apple is a living legend, 
one of very few true geniuses we’ll see perform 
in our lifetimes. Tbu will sit there and wait 
until your butt is numb. That is why your 
phone has games. And if you think her tics 
(like the weird way that she pretty much has 
to be smacking herself with something while 
she sings) are an act, clearly you don’t know a 
whole lot about her. 

This was my first time seeing both Fiona, 
whose work I’ve cherished for years, and 
Blake, who I’m just getting to know The 


combination seemed really odd at first— she’s 
the queen of emotions that make you curl into 
a ball; he rolls with a bluesy softer sound. But 
adding a searing rock-guitar line behind her 
“Left Alone” and a female duet component to 
his “Don’t Tell Our Friends About Me” turned 
out wildly successful. 

On Fiona: Watching her perform is almost 
like seeing a feral animal try to free itself from 
a cage. Her icy eyes bug out, she grips and 
bends the mic stand for dear life, her emo- 
tions stutter-step their way out through her 
enormous-boot-clad feet. It’s raw, visceral 
and completely captivating. Remind yourself: 
She chose to be on this stage. On some level, 
she wants to be here. Tbu’ll feel like less of an 
intruder. 

Blake and Fiona titled this collaborative 
tour ‘Anything We Want,” which definitely 
didn’t mean everything the audience wanted. 
Blake apologized after several women in the 
crowd shrieked out song requests— the fate 
of the evening was already tied to his set list. 



This wasn’t a show for those looking to hear 
a catalog of Fiona’s greatest hits; she played 
just one song each from “When The Pawn...” 
and “Extraordinary Machine,” and “Tidal.” 
(Although how could she play more “Tidal”? 
She wrote the damn thing when she was in 
high school.) 

Instead, the night was more about stage set- 
ting and theatrics. Drummer Barbara Gruska 
and bassist Sebastian Steinberg slammed their 
way through tracks we knew— “Every Single 
Night,” “DuU Tool”— and other brand-new 


Blake/Fiona productions like “Tipple” and “I 
Want Tbu To Love Me.” At some points, as 
Fiona spoke between songs, you could feel 
the audience holding its collective breath, 
hoping to sidestep the kind of freakout that’s 
happened in other stops on this tour. No mat- 
ter— Fiona said she loved Chicago, and hoped 
no “Ibleeplholes” had shown up that night. 

“How am I supposed to have my melt- 
down? I don’t do Twitter,” she joked. 

Please. Like she needs Twitter.

Bridget Jones is back, 
sans Mark Darcy

It’s been 17 years since “Bridget Jones’s Diary” 
first hit the scene, turning freelance journal- 
ist Helen Fielding into a best-selling author 
and screenwriter. Her latest installment, 
“Mad About the Boy,” follows Bridget, now 
51, as she copes with the loss of her beloved 
Mark Darcy while trying to raise their chil- 
dren. We talked with Fielding over the phone 
about how it feels to bring Bridget back into 
the public eye (while taking lots of heat from 
those Colin Firth fans!). 

How are readers reacting to the death of 
Mark Darcy? 

I knew there would be a reaction but I did 
not expect to be watching the BBC News 
and see the Syrian crisis and then the next 
item, “Mark Darcy is dead!” I just wasn’t 
expecting the scale of it. For a writer it’s 
pretty great to create characters that people 
care about so much long after you’ve created 
them. And Colin {Firth} too [who played 
Mark Darcy in the movie version}— he cre- 
ated Mark Darcy because I based him on Mr. 
Darcy played by Colin Firth in BBC’s “Pride 
and Prejudice,” so I thought it was amazing. 
And it was a bit startling to come out of a 
local restaurant and some drunk man is run- 
ning after me saying, “You’ve murdered Colin 
Firth!” 

I think what’s interesting now is the read- 
ers are starting to read the book and they 
reaiize the story starts five years after Mark 
died. 

And I think my readers have matured too. 
When I wrote the first book, I was in my 
30s and so were many of the readers. So now

they’re older now and things happen in life. 
There’s no one who gets through life without 
hard things happening or losing people, 
and this is a book about a woman like many 
women, finding herself single in life and get- 
ting back out there in the dating world where 
the landscape has completely changed. 

Are there any pians to make this a movie? 

We haven’t got that far yet. I’d actually writ- 
ten the whole thing before I’d shown it to 
anyone— I spent a lot of time editing. It’s 
quite current. The book actually ends this 
Christmas. We wanted it to seem fresh. So 
there hasn’t been any time to think beyond 
that.

MSI shows off vault 
of Disney treasures

Walt Disney was a man of many hats, and 
not all of them had mouse ears attached. 

The Chicago-born animation, filmmak- 
ing and theme-park pioneer, a man who in- 
vented new techniques when existing ones 
couldn’t deliver on his vision, is celebrated in 
the richly detailed new exhibition “Treasures 
of the Walt Disney Archives,” at the Muse- 
um of Science and Industry 

It’s a long celebration, beginning with Dis- 
ney’s birth on the South Side in 1901 and car- 
rying past his 1966 death to cover the pres- 
ent-day Disney corporation. Julie Andrews’ 
nanny costume from “Mary Poppins” is here. 
So are Johnny Depp’s buccaneer get-up from 
“Pirates of the Caribbean” and the ii-foot- 
long, creature-like submarine model used in 
filming “20,000 Leagues Under the Sea.” 

The original Mickey Mouse watch is on 
display, too— a sacred object at this point. 

But still, the show’s true core is the story 
of Disney The museum’s first-floor travel- 
ing exhibit space is transformed, first, into 
a couple of hallways packed with the Disney 
backs tory: the formative family move to a 
Missouri farm between Chicago stints; the 
founding of what would become Disney and 
the first big success, with Mickey Mouse; 
and then Disney’s gamble to make, in 1937, 
“Snow White and the Seven Dwarfs,” the 
first color animation feature and a box-office 
champ. 

The Disney exhibit continues the mu- 
seum’s unofficial American masters series. 


At this time of year for the last four years, 
it has done, in succession, exhibits covering 
Jim Henson, Dr. Seuss, Charles Schulz and, 
now, Disney All shaped the culture with the 
creativity, but Disney’s is the richest of those 
stories because the career was so broad. 

It is also the one best-suited to a science 
museum. Disney didn’t just make movies. 
His company invented, for instance, the 
multi-plane camera, which allowed better 
and more efficiently made depth of field 
in animation. He was an early adopter of 
the new medium of television, where “The 
Wonderful World of Disney” would become 
a Sunday night fixture. And he invented, of 
course, the modern theme-park industry 

Only in the very last room is there a full- 
on activity, a docent-led “Disney Animation 
Academy” that will guide its charges in the 
creation of, say, their own Mickey drawing. 
(Mine looked like Mickey Mouse’s chubby 
sibling, or a Mickey storing up nuts for the 
winter.) 

Still, “Treasures of the Walt Disney Ar- 
chives” more than lives up to its title. And 
along the way, it reminds us that Walt Disney 
is more than just a name on a studio or a park 
entrance gate.

It’s 
already bad enough that she’s the only non-man in the bunch. 

LLCOOLJ 

A rapper who helped bring hip-hop into the 
mainstream (and, eventually, into candlelit 
bedrooms), LL Cool J has been nominated a few times 
before, which makes his chances tough to handicap. But 
the Hall of Fame would look pretty bad if it didn’t induct 
a single rap artist this year. 





KISS 

Big, dumb rock by men in high-heeled 
boots and silly comic-book makeup: 
That’s what KISS is, at times wonderfully so. 
KISS also was nominated in 2010. They didn’t 
get in then (but ABBA did, which hopefully 
sticks in Gene Simmons’ craw). 

N.W.A. 

N.W.A. is way more culturally 
important than LL Cool J, but the 
Rock Hall’s passion for treacle, 
and fear of danger, may shun the 
West Coast rap pioneers again. 



CHIC 

This is Chic’s eighth nomination since 2003, 
and if they can’t do it this year all bets are off. 
After all, co-founder/guitarist Nile Rodgers was pro- 
pelled to prominence once again in 2013 through his 
work on Daft Punk’s “Random Access Memories.’’ 

THE REPLACEMENTS 

’ A band whose best work came out before they 
signed to a major label, the Replacements cre- 
ated great punk-rock songs and on some nights were 
the best rock band on the planet. Their return to the 
limelight this year-including a slot at Riot Fest-may 
positively affect their chances.
